Launch of ambitious 
caring on sea project

SOUTHEND has been awarded the 
highest number of blue flag awards 
to reach the “excellenf’category for 
its beaches this year. 

The news will mean a massive 
boost for the area’s tourist trade, 
which amounts to almost £400 mil¬ 
lion annually. 

Four of the eight bathing waters 
have been ranked “excellenf’ - up 
three on last year - with another two 
beaches rated “good”. The blue flag 
scores fly in the face of the face of 
stricter EU scoring system for water 
quality, introduced this year. 

The beaches awarded the highest 
score of excellent are Shoebury East 
beach, Shoeburyness, Thorpe Bay 
and Westcliff Bay. The beach at Bell 
Wharf in Leigh moved up from 
“sufficienf ’ last year to “good”. 

Delighted Southend Council chief 
executive Rob Tinlin exclusively 
told the YA on Thursday evening 
that this year’s awards were particu- 
lary impressive. 

He said: “Not only is this the high¬ 
est number of beaches in Southend 
to get the highest score ever in it’s

history, the awards are much more 
difficult to achieve with the new 
tougher EU grading system. 

“Other seaside towns have found it 
difficult getting the blue flag this 
year - we’ve heard that other resorts 
have struggled because of this new 
higher standard.” 

Cllr Ian Gilbert, deputy leader of 
the council, said the news will bol¬ 
ster Southend’s image as a quality 
seaside destination. He said: 
“Tourism is worth £3 80m for 
Southend’s economy and a large 
draw to our six million annual visi¬ 
tors, so the importance of clean 
bathing water cannot be understat¬ 
ed. To improve our ratings despite 
the bar having been raised is 
extremely encouraging and a testa¬ 
ment to the effective joint working 
between the council, Anglian Water 
and the Environment Agency to 
improve infrastructure and tackle 
pollution head-on. 

“That said, we will not rest on our 
laurels but continue to push for even 
cleaner beaches for the enjoyment 
of our residents and visitors alike.” 

The authority has worked with 
Anglian Water and the Environment 
Agency to repair 133 drains that had 
been releasing raw sewage into the 
estuary.

SCORES of campaigners packed 
Thorpe Bay’s Roslin Beach Hotel to 
hear about a new project called caring 
on sea. 

Around 60 people flocked to the 
seafront hotel to hear about one of the 
group’s many initiatives including 
beach access for disabled people and 
the creating of high-tech changing 
facilities inside the former tram shel¬ 
ter in Thorpe Bay. 

Tram Stop Shelter campaigner Bob 
Craven told the crowd: “One of our 
aims is to improve access to the beach 
for everyone. 

“We carried out an enormous survey 
of beach access from Shoebury East 
Beach and Leigh on Sea. 

“We know there is one ramp near 
Chalkwell which cost £100,000 but 
it’s not fit for purpose - the wheelchair 
users get to the bottom and they can’t 
turn round, so they go onto the sand 
which is tidal so it is all soft, so if's 
hopeless. 

“We are working the council to 
ensure this doesn’t happen again. 

“There is no acess at all along the 
entire length of our region and we are 
determined to change this. 

“We have spoken to Kingsdown 
School, the children there would love 
to come to the beach but can’t because 
most of them are wheelchair bound.” 

Bob said the children’s school trips 


were limited to Southend’s parks. He 
said: “The school said they are really 
excited about this project, and about 
being able to bring the children to the 
beach in a safe environment with 
facilities. 

“We are looking to provide ramps 
for wheelchair access to the beach and 
have been looking at the prices of spe¬ 
cially adapted beach wheelchairs with 
huge wheels and tyres. 

There are plans to equip the former 
tram shelter with a hoist to help dis¬ 
abled children and adults get changed 
into bathing suits. 

Bob added: “We have been liaising 
with Dorset, Devon, Cornwall and 
even Scotland - these authorities have 
access for people to get onto the 
beach. 

“I mean, even Scotland, where it 
rains so much has better access than 
Southend which is the driest part of 
the country! 

“They have the beach access and 
these fantastic adapted wheelchairs 
that we are looking at right now.” 

The caring on sea campaign has 
formed partnerships with local busi¬ 
nesses, charities, community groups 
and Southend Council.

• SOUTHEND has thousands of 
empty homes, latest figures show 
2,277 homes were empty last year. 

Southend Council said the figure 
was “a little deceiving” as it included 
homes that were empty for a day or 
two or a few weeks. 

The authority said a long term 
empty home was defined legally as a 
property empty for two years or more 
and they considered the real figure to 
be 650. A council spokesman said: 
“The council has limited powers to 
take over every empty home, but does 
work to do what it can, and has 
brought over 500 back into use over 
the last nine years (about £115m 
worth of property).”

HUNDREDS of people turned 
out for the parade for 
Remembrance Day in Southend - 
as forces’ members past and pre¬ 
sent stood to attention beneath the 
gunmetal skies until the the 
Mayor, Councillor Andrew 
Moring, arrived.

During this, the Veterans 
Associations laid wreaths. 

Then the Bishop of Bradwell, 
the Rt Rev John Wraw said 
prayers, followed by a reading 
given by Rabbi Binyamin Bar, an 
address by Major Bale and then 
the hymn O God Our Help In 
Ages Past. 

While this was sung, Southend 
Youth Mayor, Sarah-Jane Glew, 
representatives of schools, other 
organisations and individuals also 
laid wreaths. 

The Mayor said: “It was

At home in wind and rain

I t’s easy sometimes to forget 
what’s right on your doorstep. 
Thursday was a shooking 
weather day, torrential rain and 
wind, so I stayed olose to home. 

The slopes of Benfleet Downs 
are a 20-minute walk. No need to 
take the train, so walking the line, 
between Leigh and Benfleet sta¬ 
tions, was a better option. 

The path, and traok out of 
Leigh, follow the Thames valley 
before oiroling up towards 
Hadleigh Castle. There was no 
one else around. Too late for the 
morning dog walkers, too early for 
the afternoon shift. A single orow 
hung motionless in the breeze 
over the ramparts, gliding 
nowhere like a jogger on a tread¬ 
mill. I guess he was passing time. 

This place has changed so 
much since I was kid. The 
Norman castle was always the 
highlight, but no more. Less than 
a 10-minute walk away is the 
landscaped and much visited 
Olympic mountain bike track. No 
triumph of nature; just a 
celebration of one. The best view 
in Essex. A giant toadstool ring 
forms an autumn arena at the 
highest point. From there the cas¬ 


tle lies down in the shadow of 
Sandpit Hill. The mouth of the 
estuary spans out to the east. 

Turning west, the river line can 
be followed towards Thurrock and 
down into the City. Dark clouds 
kept changing the landscape. The 
wind was so strong it dried the 


grass quicker than the rain could 
make it wet. So I sat down for at 
least an hour, and made myself at 
home.

THE YELLOW Advertiser has 
taken legal action against 
Essex Police after it covered up 
a police officer’s misconduct. 

The YA has filed a formal 
legal request under Freedom 
of Information legislation after 
Essex residents were banned 
from knowing why Detective 
Constable Pete Coley was 
sacked. 

DC Coley, badge number 
3595, was dismissed on 
Tuesday, November 2, follow¬ 
ing a misconduct hearing 
chaired by Chief Constable 
Stephen Kavanagh. He was also 
placed on the 'disapproved reg¬ 
ister', banning him from work¬ 
ing as a police officer again. 
Although Essex Police began 
holding misconduct hearings in 
public earlier this year, DC 
Coley's hearing was held in 
secret and police have refused 


to tell the public what he did. A 
spokesman would only say he 
had committed 'gross miscon¬ 
duct' relating to 'discreditable 
conduct' and 'orders and 
instructions'. 

He added: “Mr Kavanagh 
decided that in this case the 
hearing was held in private, 
owing to the sensitive nature 
of the alleged conduct.” 

In a witness appeal posted on 
Essex Police's website in 2014 
DC Coley was listed as having 
the more senior rank of 
Detective Sergeant. In a page 
on networking website 
Linkedin, DC Coley said he 
joined Essex Police in March 
2005 and described himself as 
a 'proven investigator of seri¬ 
ous and complex crime'. 

He wrote: “I am highly moti¬ 
vated and good at leading 
investigations.” He said he was 
'tenacious', 'good at managing 
a complicated workload' and 
could 'make hard decisions 


based on [his] investigative 
knowledge'. 

He added: “I have investigat¬ 
ed a large number of enquiries, 
including homicide and com¬ 
plex corporate fraud.” 

The Linkedin page said DC 
Coley had been in the RAF 
between Cctober 2000 and 
March 2005, based at RAF 
Brampton. 

He wrote that he was 're¬ 
sponsible for the prevention 
and detection of crime within 
the RAF base'. 

The page said he had 'com¬ 
pleted counter-terrorism inves¬ 
tigations' and been involved in 
'armed patrols' and 'protection 
of top secret documents'. 

DC Coley also wrote that he 
had studied law at Colchester 
Sixth Form College from 1998 
- 2000. Essex Police has 20 
working days to answer the 
YA's questions before it is in 
breach of the law, as set out by 
the rules of access.

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HISTORY ON YOUR DOORSTEP 


American founding 
fathers set sail from 
Essex waters in 1606 


AMERICAN presidents are traditionally keen 
to prove their Irish roots and, while hailing from 
the Emerald Isle is indeed an honour, the 
English eounty of Essex REALLY is where the 
Leaders of the Free World should be queuing up 
to elaim heritage. 

History may well reeord the tale of the Pilgrim 
Fathers setting out from Plymouth for the New 
World - but in actuality, the ship they sailed on, 
the Mayflower, originally came from Harwich, 
on the north Essex coast. 

Not only that, she was built there and cap¬ 
tained by local man, Christopher Jones. 

Volunteers at the Harwich Mayflower Project 
- a painstaking endeavour to build an authentic 
facsimile of the original Mayflower ship and 
sail it across the Atlantic to America in 2020 - 
can become rather excitable at the merest men¬ 
tion of Plymouth, which they regard as having 
hijacked the ship and claimed it as the Devon 
town’s own! Check out details of what they are 
up to and arrange a fascinating tour here - 
www.harwichmayflower. com 

When the first ships. Godspeed, Discovery and 
Susan Constant, set sail for America in 1606, 
they did so under the command of Harwich-born 
Christopher Newport and carried 144 men and 
boys, many from Essex. 

They arrived in Chesapeake Bay on 26 April 
1607 and established the first permanent English 
settlement, Jamestown, named in honour of 
King James I. 

Thirteen years later, after stopping for supplies 
in Plymouth, the Mayflower began her momen¬ 
tous voyage.

Carrying 102 passengers, again many from 
Essex and captained by another Harwich man, 
Christopher Jones (whose house can still be seen 
in Harwich), the ship’s safe arrival in Cape Cod 
66 days later was to be one of the defining 
moments of American history. 

Christopher Martin, whose home still stands 
in Billericay High Street, was aboard the 
Mayflower in 1620, acting as the ship’s treasur¬ 
er or ‘privisioner’. 

Martin had also served as a churchwarden at 
Great Burstead’s St Mary Magdalene’s Church 
but after settling in Massachusetts, established 
Billerica in 1655. Understandably, it is now 
twinned with its Essex inspiration, Billericay.

WO classic stories are being brought to 
life at Towngate Theatre.

PrimeTime film review 



STEVE JOBS (15,122 mins) 


D anny Boyle's bravura 
portrait of the revered 
Apple Ino oo-founder 
is neither a traditional biopio 
nor a gushing hagiography. 

Steve Jobs is an auda- 
oious charaoter study in 
three aots that paints its 
subjeot as an egomaniao, a 
visionary and a negleotful 
father with the same metiou- 
lous brushstrokes. 

Soriptwriter Aaron Sorkin, 
who oolleoted an Aoademy 
Award for The Sooial 
Network, deserves to add 
another golden statuette to 
the mantelpieoe for his 
exemplary work here. 

He explores violently olash- 
ing faoets of Jobs' personal¬ 
ity through the prism of 
three key produot launohes 
in 1984, 1988 and 1998 
respeotively. 

Eaoh ohapter unfolds at a 
breathless paoe, established 
by Sorkin's rapid-fire dia¬ 
logue, and oinematographer 
Alwin Kuohler oleverly oon- 
jures the mood by shooting 
on different film stooks: 
16mm, 35mm and digital. 

Miohael Fassbender and 
Kate Winslet are mesmeris¬ 
ing as the titular maven and 
his right-hand woman, who 
take markedly different 


approaohes to people man¬ 
agement. 

In the first seotion, Steve 
(Fassbender) prepares to 
launoh the first Maointosh 
flanked by marketing exeou- 
tive Joanna Hoffman (Winslet), 
one of the few people who 
tolerates his outbursts. 

When the oomputer's voioe 
funotion glitohes, Jobs verbal¬ 
ly abuses development team 
leader Andy Hertzfeld 
(Miohael Stuhibarg). 

“We blow this and IBM will 
own the next 50 years like a 
Batman villain,” seethes Jobs. 

Apple CEO John Soulley 
(Jeff Daniels) watohes from 
the wings, bearing witness 
to the birth of a monster. 

In the seoond ohapter, set 
four years later, Jobs oontin- 
ues to olash with his first 
girlfriend Chrisann Brennan 
(Katherine Waterston), who 
olaims that he is the father 
of her daughter. 

“Things don't beoome so 
beoause you say so,” she 
snaps, as Jobs prepares to 
launoh The Cube, whioh he 
knows will be “the biggest 
single failure in the history of 
personal oomputing”. 

Bitter defeat turns into 
sweet personal triumph in 
the final aot as Steve returns 
to the Apple fold, ousts 
Soulley from his peroh and 


prepares to dazzle the world 
with the iMao. 

Rivalries simmer and oo- 
founder Steve Wozniak 
(Seth Rogen) reminds Jobs 
that being in oharge doesn't 
oome at the expense of 
good manners. 

“It's not binary - you oan be 
deoent and gifted at the same 
time,” laments Wozniak. 

Steve Jobs is another 
artistio triumph for Boyle, 
who stormed the 2008 
Aoademy Awards with 
Slumdog Millionaire. 

His oamera glides along 
oorridors as the protagonist 
barks orders, demanding 
nothing less than perfeotion. 

Exoellenoe behind the oam¬ 
era would mean nothing with¬ 
out pyroteohnios on soreen 
and Fassbender lights the 
fuse on his own Osoar 
ohanoes with a sointillating 
portrayal of Jobs, who likens 
himself to a oonduotor. 

"Musioians play their 
instruments. I play the 
orohestra," he ooolly tells his 
inner oirole. 

Glimpsed through Boyle's 
unflinohing and sometimes 
unflattering lens, Jobs 
played his orohestra until 
their fingers bled while he 
barely broke sweat.

D iscover more about a for¬ 
mer airfield at a visitor oentre 
now open in the country 
park where it used to be. 

The Ingrebourne Valley Visitor 
Centre in Hornchurch Country 
Park was opened by 
Autumnwatch's lolo Williams last 
month. 

While you are more likely to see 
redshank and lapwing flying over 
the country park today, years ago 
it would have been Spitfires as it 
was once the most renowned 
Spitfire station during the Second 
World War. 

But it was even before this that 
Sutton's Farm airfield sprung to 
life. 

Biplanes of the Royal Flying 
Corps took off from the airfield 
during the First World War to 
defend the capital, with Lieutenant 
Leefe-Robinson receiving the 
Victoria Cross for bringing down 
the first Zeppelin airship terrorising 
London. 

More than 300 men and 24 
women were based at Buttons 
Farm by the end of the First World 
War and it was in 1922 that the 
RAF expanded and the airfield was 
chosen as an ideal location. 

During the Second World War 


w 3 t^[h 


three Spitfire squadrons where 
based there, making it the most 
renowned station in Fighter 
Command and during the Battle of 
Britain it was bombed at least 10 
times. 

Between 1941 and 1944 pilots 
from RAF Hornchurch shot down 
268 German aircraft, and probably 
96 more. 

By the end of the war a total of 
126 RAF Hornchurch pilots had 
been killed and many more injured 
or captured. 

When RAF Hornchurch closed in 
1962 it was sold for gravel extrac¬ 
tion and Havering Borough Council 
carried out a landscaping project 
in 1980 to create what is now 
Hornchurch Country Park. 

Over the years the 97-hectare 
park, which still has various arte¬ 
facts and relics of the site’s RAF 
history such as pillboxes, Tett tur¬ 
rets and a Spitfire dispersal point, 
has grown into a place of impor¬ 
tance to people and wildlife. 

There is a children's play area 
with a model Spitfire, an outdoor 
gym and trim-trail. 


over the valley and its wildlife. 

Future events at the centre 
include a bike-marking and safer 
travel advice session with the 
Metropolitan Police Safer Transport 
Team, from 10am to 2pm on 
Saturday, November 28, and a 
Christmas craft afternoon from 1 - 
3pm on Saturday, December 12, 
which costs a £5 donation per 
child and needs to be pre-booked.

Q. Is this a 
good time to 
buy? 

A. This is one of those 
questions which can be 
as straightforward or as 
complex as you choose 
to make it - more so 
since I have no idea 
whether you are a first¬ 
time or otherwise 
“unencumbered” buyer, 
or someone who, like 
most of us, also has a 
property to sell. 

Either way, of course, 
we’re all subject to the 
market - and at the 
moment, the market is 
rather interesting. Since before the end of 
last year, agents all over the country have 
been reporting a shortage of instructions. 
This imbalance between supply and 
demand duly created a seller’s market, in 
which those relatively few properties that 
did come up for sale tended to be 
snapped up pretty quickly, and for good 
prices. 

Now normally, this sort of situation would 
soon bring out hoards of additional 
vendors, all hoping to cash in on the 
bonanza - and as a result, things would 
gradually stabilise again - and maybe 
even swing in favour of the buyer. That’s 
how the property market self-adjusts. 
But this time, it hasn’t happened. First, 


the traditional January 
surge in new instructions 
didn’t really happen. Nor 
did the expected post- 
Election boom. Finally, 
the Autumn pickup didn’t 
materialise either. And 
now, alongside this 
continuing shortage of 
new instructions, agents 
have also been reporting 
a falling off in buyer 
activity! 

So, to cut a long story 
slightly shorter, the net 
result of all this is an 
effectively balanced 
market, in which the 
continuing shortage of 
instructions has begun to 
be offset by a lack of 
buyers. Precisely why this should be is a 
subject of some debate. But whatever the 
reason, the net result is that it is difficult to 
discern any significant advantages - or 
disadvantages, come to that - to buying at 
the present time. Of course, as always, if 
you are the sort of buyer who is able to 
move quickly on a purchase, it’s possible 
that you might be lucky enough to pick up a 
bit of a bargain. But, inevitably, that 
advantage becomes more marginal if you 
have to sell an existing property first. 
Ultimately, however, all this agonising over 
tactical advantage really only underlines the 
fact that we should always buy or sell when 
its suits us - rather than trying to second- 
guess the market.

Rebooted Focus can hold its own

FOCUS has been the best-selling family 
hatch in the UK for years because it is very 
good. The current generation arrived on the 
scene last November and there is something 
for everyone in the new line-up with a range 
of models and engines to choose from. 

Buyers can select from basic models up to 
the stunning, high performance ST model 
and from a variety of turbo petrol and diesel 
engines. 

The latest third-generation Focus sets the 
standard in the family hatchback market, 
providing a smart blend of quality, comfort 
and handling. 

The latest improvements provided the 
Focus with more upmarket-looking chrome 
grille, narrower headlights and an improved 
interior. A new range of engines and techno 
treats were also introduced to help keep it 
ahead of its rivals. 

The hatch offers bags of space but if you 
need more you can opt for the fine estate 
model which drives and handles as well as 
its sibling. 

Now available in five main specifications - 
entry-level Studio, Style, the mid-range 
Zetec and top-of-the-range Titanium and 
Titanium X - buyers who are after more per¬ 
formance can also choose between the 
sporty Zetec S or the excellent Focus ST. 

The engine line-up features economical 
diesel and smooth petrol engines and this 


car was the 1.0-litre T Style five-door with 
Stop/Start, priced at £17,945.The Style is 
only one grade above the entry level model 
but it is not short of standard equipment. 

You get a DAB radio with a CD player, 
steering wheel audio controls, Ford SYNC 
(including Bluetooth and Voice Control) with 
emergency assistance, air conditioning, elec¬ 
tric front windows, a trip/fuel computer, 
cruise control with active speed limiter, hill 
start assist, an Eco Mode driver information 
system, remote locking, electric door mirrors 
and a Thatcham alarm. 

Safety equipment includes numerous 
airbags, an electronic stability programme. 


emergency brake assist. Ford's intelligent 
protection system, vectoring control and a 
tyre pressure monitoring system. 

The frugal 1.0-litre EcoBoost engine may 
not suit all tastes but it is very capable. It 
emits 99g/km of C02 and since the current 
car is lighter than the old model it does not 
struggle. 

It is smooth and has a top speed of 
115mph and takes 11.9 seconds to reach 
62mph. 

The five-speed gearbox has a slick action 
and you need to use it well to make good 
progress.The Focus provides an entertaining 
drive thanks to sharp steering and a respon¬ 


sive chassis. It has the edge on most of its 
rivals when it comes to handling and the 
suspension has been improved to make 
things even better. 

Inside the latest Focus is a big improve¬ 
ment over the old model. An all-new dash 
brings things up to date and the quality of 
the materials used is better than before with 
soft-touch plastics replacing scratchy sur¬ 
faces. 

The blue lighting makes the instruments 
look classy and the displays are all much 
easier to read. 

Ford claims the car is capable of 65.7mpg 
on the combined cycle but I couldn't match 
that. I still averaged more than 50mpg - not 
bad for a car of this size. 

The Focus may be up against some tough 
opposition but the update means that it can 
still hold its own in a very competitive sector.

MANUEL Lanzini’s brilliant first half 
goal lit up a competitive but scruffy 
Barclays Premier League encounter as 
West Ham and Everton shared the 
spoils. 

The Hammers were keen for a 
return to winning ways after a disap¬ 
pointing setback at Watford last 
week. 

Nevertheless, Everton, fresh from a 
6-2 thrashing of Sunderland, have 
been a bogey side to the east Lon¬ 
doners. West Ham had won just one 
of the previous 17 league meetings 
with the Toffees. 

West Ham went close to opening 
the scoring when Victor Moses fired 
Dimitri Payet’s centre past Everton 
keeper Tim Howard into the side net¬ 
ting. The visitors responded with 
Romelu Lukaku a whisker away 
from adding to his haul of goals 
against the Hammers after Adrian 
seemingly misjudged the flight of 
Arouna Kone’s cross. 

But it was the Hammers who made 
the sharper start. Howard was forced 
into an unorthodox save to keep out 
Carl Jenkinson, while Aaron Cress- 
well’s follow-up attempt was the 
wrong side of an upright. 

Everton countered. Adrian was 
called upon to divert Gerard 
Deulofeu’s cross-shot with his feet. 

But West Ham already looked the 
more likely to score, and when tricky 


Argentine Lanzini found some space 
20 yards from goal, he beat Howard 
with an exquisite right-footed finish 
high into the net. 

West Ham were seemingly control¬ 
ling the contest, however just before 
the break the Toffees restored parity, 
and it was a familiar foe who did the 
damage. Lukaku burst clear before 
rounding Adrian to score his seventh 
goal in as many games against the 
Hammers after England hopeful Ross 
Barkley picked him out with a terrific 
defence-splitting pass. 

The goal dented the home side as it 
was Everton who returned for the 
second period with a spring in their 
step. Barkley’s dead ball effort did 
very little to trouble Adrian, while 
the home side’s concerns grew fur¬ 
ther when playmaker Payet limped 
off with what appeared to be an ankle 
injury, to be replaced by the return¬ 
ing Enner Valencia. 

An uneasy atmosphere took hold of 
the Upton Park faithful as West Ham 
struggled to regain any momentum. 

Howard had to scramble from his 
goal to thwart both Noble and Valen¬ 
cia, while Lanzini’s toil almost paid 
dividends, as the American keeper fin¬ 
ger-tipped his stinging low drive 
behind. Valencia had not long been on 
the field when an innocuous challenge 
from Seamus Coleman resulted in the 
Ecuadorian being stretchered off,. 
Mauro Zarate was the replacement. 

Their misfortune seemed to gal¬ 
vanise the Hammers who probed with 
a little more purpose. Andy Carroll 
nodded Moses’s flag-kick inches over. 


while Jenkinson warmed the palms of 
Howard after breaking from deep. 

But Everton almost snatched it late 
on when Lukaku stabbed Brendan 
Galloway’s cross agonisingly wide. 

Speaking after the game. Hammers 
boss Slaven Bilic said: “It was a good 
game. I’m really happy with the way 
we played, especially after the way 
we played at Watford and especially 
in front of our own fans against a big 
club and a good team. 

“On one hand we are never happy 
when we don’t win, especially at 
home. We are always looking to win 
a game, but I can’t be unhappy with 
the way we played. 

“They deserved something from 
the game, definitely.” 

On the injuries to Payet and Valen¬ 
cia, Bilic said: “I don’t know yet. I’ve 
been in football long enough to know 
not to listen to first opinions. We have 
to wait for the scans for both of them. 

“I think the first one [Payet] was a 
bad challenge. The second one was 
an ‘English challenge’ - ball and 
everything. 

“But as I say. I’m hoping and I’m 
optimistic. I hope they are going to 
be OK for the Spurs game.” 

Everton chief Roberto Martinez 
stated: “I think West Ham started 
better than us in the first half 

“I thought the first 20 minutes we 
were coming to terms. We put a lot of 
emphasis into wanting to be solid. 

“Our performance against Sunder¬ 
land was exciting to watch on the 
ball. We had the right mindset to be 
tested today defensively.” 


Martinez was delighted with the 
response from his side after they fell 
behind, saying: “For the first 15-20 
minutes we were coming to terms, 
that’s when we conceded the goal, 
which is disappointing from our 
point of view. It was a great finish 
from Lanzini, but he’s got a lot of 
space, too much space, on the edge 
of the box. 

“From that point on I thought we 
came really strong. Looking at our 
second half performance, we kept 
West Ham really quiet, we nullified 
them. The disappointment is that we 
couldn’t find that little bit of magic 
that we had with Gerard Deulofeu for 
the goal.”
